I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  on  the  Health  and  Sanitary 
Conditions  of  the  Rural  District  for  the  year  I967. 

The  main  features  of  this  year's  vital  statistics  are  as  follov/s:- 

Populationr-  The  Registrar  General's  estimate  of  the  mid-year  population  was 
11,0^0  compared  vfith  11,010  in  1S66, 

Birth  Rate;-  After  adjustment  for  sex  and  age  distribution  the  birth  rate  per 
1,000  of  the  population  was  I6.6  compared  with  18«1  in  the  previous  year.  The 
rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  17.2. 

Death  Rate;-  The  adjusted  death  ra^te  viras  7.0  per  1,000  of  the  population,  a 
decrease  of  0,9  on  the  figure  for  I966,  and  compares  favourably  with  the  rate 
for  England  and  ■'%les  ’/hich  was  11.2. 


Infant  Mortality ;-  The  Infant  mortality  rate  fell  from  26  per  1,000  live  births 
in  1966  to  14  for  the  year  under  review  while  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales  \7as 

18.3. 

Maternal  Mortality;-  There  were  no  maternal  dearths  during  the  year. 

Stillbirth  Rate;-  This  remained  constant  at  O.O9  per  1,000  of  the  population 
compared  with  0 .25  for  England  and  Wales  as  a whole. 

Specially  Recorded.  Deaths ;-  There  v/ere  3I  deaths  from  a.ll  forms  of  cancer  giving 
a mortality  rate  of  2,7  per  1,000  of  the  population  compeared  with  2,2  for  England 
and  Wales,  the  rates  in  both  cases  being  the  same  as  the  corresponding  rates  in 

1966. 


Cancer  of  the  l\ing  continued  to  shovr  a g:., oat  repund.or.ance  among  males,  all 
of  whom  ■'..'ere  over  ''5  )'’ears  o'f  age. 

There  v.'ere  again  no  dea'ihs  from  tuberculosis. 

Infectious  Diseases;-  Notifications  of  infectious  diseases  (excluding  tuberculosis) 
showed  a subs'tantial  increase  due  to  Measles  and.  Whooping  Cough  v^hich  ■were  prevalent 
during  the  year. 

Details  of  the  sanitary  circumstances  of  the  District  are  included  in  the  Re- 
port of  the  Surveyor  and  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  and  I v/ould  again  draw 
attention  to  his  recommendation  regarding  a weekly  collection  of  household  refuse. 

It  is  to  be  honed  that  the  Council's  decision  not  to  implement  the  Public  Health 
Committee's  recommendation  in  this  matter  v^rill  be  reversed  before  another  year  has 
passed, 

I have  to  thank  the  Council  for  their  interest  in  the  Department's  activities 
during  the  year  and  I am  indebted  to  the  members  of  the  staff  generally  for  their 
co-operation  at  all  times.
